The Reply filed 08/03/10 is considered nonOcompliant because it has failed to meet the requirement of 37 CFR 1.143, which requires 
that: the reply to the restriction requirement to be complete must include (i) an election of an invention to be examined even though 
the requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 
Applicant's Reply filed 08/03/10 did not include an eletion of an invention. The Reply states that "as the restriction is flawed as to 
what is contained within the two grous, Applicant's cannot elect until the restriction is properly made". In response to Applicant's 
Remarks, however,the Examiner notes that the claims numbers disclosed in Group II was an obvious typographical error. For 
example, claim 71 is a dependent claim, which depends in claim 37 of Group I. The claims numbers for Groups I and II are as follow: 

I. Claims 37-41 and 44-72 are drawn to a multi-component dosage form, classified in class 424, subclass 489. 

II. Claims 73-106 are drawn to a capsule dosage form, classified in class 424, subclass 451.
